A few days ago I stood on a 
little nook ot ground near the 
junction of the Firehole and 
Gibbon River, and looked at a 
shaft upon which an inscription 
read. “This marks the camping 
place of the Washburn ^expedi 
tion who in 1872 first conceived 
the idea of converting this imme¬ 
diate territory into a National 
Park.” Even to these men, who 
in that early day of the West, 
were accustomed to mountain 
scenery, to rugged c'iffs, and 
jagged peaks, to ciscades and 
waterfallt, men who had stalked 
the Eik and Deer and fired the 
deadly shot at Mountain Lion 
and Grizzly, they recognized 
that the “Boiling Geysers”, the

The fact that bollworm Injury was re¬ 
ported so early In tbe ypar 190* makes 
It seem advisable to mention It quite 
prominently at this time. Bollworm 
injury to cotton la not common until 
about Aug. L when Ita favorite food 
plant, corn, baa become bard and dis¬ 
tasteful. 

Besides feeding on cotton the boll¬ 
worm la of leu a serious peat on corn, 
tomaloea. l eans. |s us. okra and tobac¬ 
co. The bitter crop la iujuml by bay¬ 
ing tbe buds eaten. Ail tbe olher 
crops mentioned are InJureJ by tbe 
boHwonu* boring Into tbe fruit or iu 
tbe case of bean* and peas into the 
l*ods.

The bollworm belongs to the class 
of Insects that have fonr distinct 
stugi-s lu their development—namely 
adult, egg. larva and pupa Moths 
usually a pi tear In spring about the 
time that corn la ten or flfteeu Inches 
high, and lu general they prefer to de¬ 
posit egg* ou young corn Instead of 
cottou. tlic eggs being laid ou all parts 
of tbe plant, but a preference la shown 
for allk If It la present. 

From these eggs minute worms are 
hatched Which are at Bret pale green 
In color, but soon become darker. The 
full group larvae may vary lu color 
fiom pule green to brown or almost 
black. Three worms are voracious 
feeders, a single individual often de 
stray lug a large number of squares or 
boll* Till* habit of going from one 
place to another on the plant for tbe 
purpose of feeding explains the reason 
why the farmer find* many young 
squares with a hole In the base, hut 
no «ign of the transgressor Bollworm* 
wheu Bret hatched wander around on 
tbe plant feeding on tbe leave* uutll 
they flud a square or form Into which 
they bore. It I* during this time that the 
forma may be poisoned with arsenical*.

It la an 
equaled for feed for sheep, bogs and 
cattle. A farm rare seeded to It la a 
perpetual Income and at an Interest 
earning rate that tbe eastern farmer 
cannot comprehend.

It certainly la well worth an 
hour’s time ou every anniversary of 
Its adoption by tbe members of the 
constitutional convention to study It 
carefully and weigh Just how near our 
government at Washington cornea to 
respecting Its Imperative provisions. 


An excess of Watar In tbe aril la a 
very unfavorable condition for alfalfa.
